."WOMAN gave the initiative to the great telegraphers' strike that yesterday completed 
the paralysis of quick communication in the United States. Mrs. Sadie Nichols 'of Oakland re- 


fused to go. out t\vo months ago when the operators of the Western Union and the Postal companies at San Francisco and Oakland walked out. Since then, she complained she 
had at times been, insulted over the wires by an operator at Los Angeles. 
On Tuesday, the man who is said to'be this operator, was dismissed for delaying messages. The same 


afternoon the local Los Angeles union demanded his reinstatement. 
It was refused and' all the men walked out. Om Thursday the Western Union operators at Chicago struck, followed 


a.few hours later by the Postal. Their demands are for better hours, more pay, absolutely for recognition of the union a.nd the closed shop.

SPREAD OF THE MOVEMENT 


With Chicago and Los Angeles out, President Small of the National Telegraphers' Union, tried to delay what was evidently a concerted movement among local unions. 
He failed. 


The companies then demanded that operators take messages from Chicago non-union men. .As each man refused he Vtould be dismissed and the same afternLon all the other men in 
are office would walk out.

We 
will do that some time today." 


Union Won't Arbitrate.
